U.S. praises Peres on peace

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
^mini stration, seeking to avoid any 
fuiifter strains m relations with 
Israel,. h« praised Prime Minister 
PereS^ latest; proposals for opening 
- flirect peace negotiations with Jor- 
dan. 

The positive U.S. response to 
Peres’s lengthy statement in the 
Knesset on Monday came despite 
clear-cut differences between 
Washington and Jerusalem on sever- 
al procedural issues involved in get- 
ting such talks off the ground. 

The State Department called 


Peres's statement "yet another re- 
flection of the momentum toward 
direct negotiations that is currently 
building in the region and that we 
hope will continue." 

The administration is anxiously 
trying to keep alive prospects for 
such negotiations, and has made 
dear its intention to meet for pre- 
liminary discussions with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
provided that non-PLO Palestinians 
can be found. 

U.S. officials yesterday said Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy is prepared to return to Amman

CAIRO- (AP). - Newspapers in 
Egypt and Jordan yesterday 
cautiously endorsed an Israeli call 
for peace talks, while Palestinians 
and othertrefceted it as a '"trick" to 
undermine Arab unity.

Governments in both Egypt and 
Jordan refrained from official com- 
ment on the proposals, which call for 
peace talks within three months 
without the participation of the 
Soviet Union and the PLO. 

In Amman, PLO executive com- 
mittee member Mohammed 
Milhelm said the proposals indicate 
that Israel has no intention of relin- 
quishing control of the West Bank 
and Gaza. 

"Force is the only language the 
Israelis understand." Milhelm told 
the Jordan Times. "Had the Israelis 
wanted genuine peace, they would 
not have excluded the PLO from 
peace talks, direct or otherwise.”

PETAH TEKVA. - In the presence 
of the president, the prime minister, 
cabinet ministers and tens of 
thousands of mourners, Petah Tikva 
yesterday buried its dead. 

Sobbing parents stood beside the 
19 open graves in Petah Tikva's 
Segula Cemetery. Around them 
gathered a huge crowd of relatives, 
friends and thousands of children 
from the town's schools. Hundreds 


of wreaths were placed on the graves 
by classmates of the 18 children who 
died in Tuesday's tragic accident. 

Several dozen people fainted in 
the scorching sun and were treated 
by the large Magen David Adorn 
contingent on the scene. Hundreds 
of policemen and border police kept 
order as the huge crowd churned 
around the paves. 

Speaking in the name of the gov- 
ernment, Education Minister Yit- 
zhak Navou assured the parents that 
the whole country joined them in 


their sorrow. “Words cannot express 
the depth of your sorrow and pain. 
But know this: the entire nation 
shares your pain and suffering.” 
Navon called on the nation to make a 
joint effort to “end the carnage on 
the roads.” 

The funeral was also addressed by 
Chief Rabbi Mordechai Eliahu and 
Petah Tikva Mayor Dov Tavori. 
Petah Tikva's chief rabbi recited a 
psalm, sang the El Malei Rahamim 
and said kaddish.

Knesset approves gov’t statement on peace 


MARJAYOUN (AP). - South 
Lebanon Army commander Gen. 
Antoine Lahad said yesterday he 
would continue to hold 21 Finnish 
Unifil soldiers hostage until he found 
out what had happened to 11 mem- 
bers of his militia. 

The commander told reporters in 
this hilltop town that he did not 
consider the Finns captured last Fri- 
day to be prisoners. But when asked 
what would happen if any of them 
tried to escape, Lahad said: 

"There are military rales about 
such things. He will be warned, and 


if he doesn't srop, he will be fired 
on.” 

He said that on Tuesday, he sug- 
gested to Unifil's deputy comman- 
der, Col. Jean Pons of France, that 
the 11 missing militiamen be brought 
to "a neutral place” jgva their 
version of how they eft their post. 

Foreign Ministiy -Dircctor- 
General David Kimche said that 
Lahad had pledged to free the Finns, 
if he could meet his 11 militiamen at 
Unifil headquarters in Nakoura or 
another place outside Amai control 
and could be persuaded that they

METULLA. - Two Israel Defence 
Forces soldiers were tightly wound- 
ed on Tuesday night in South Leba- 
non in a clash with enemy gunmen. 
Four gunmen were killed in the 
clash. 

The incident took place in the 
Majd al-Salira area in the security 
zone. IDF soldiers spotted the gun- 
men and opened fire. Three bodies 
were discovered. 

The soldiers continued their 
search and came under light- 
weapons fire. Two soldiers’ were 
lightly hurt and a fourth gu nm a n was 


killed in the second clash. 

The terrorists apparently infil- 
trated into the security zone from the 
area of South Lebanon controlled by 
the Shiite Amal organization. Araal 
generally prevents the infiltration of 
hostile elements into the area it 
holds, but radical Shiites have re- 
cently managed to enter the Amal 
territory and from there send groups 
into the security zone. 

Identity cards found on the slain 
gunmen showed they were members 
of the extreme Shiite Hizbollah 
organization. The men were also 
carrying copies of the Koran and 
radio equipment. 


Reagan signs free frade agreement into law 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan sifted into law Tuesday a 
bill to put into effect the free trade 
area agreement negotiated between 
the U.S. $nd Israel. 

Reagan called the law “an impor- 
tant milestone in this administra- 


tion’s efforts to liberalize trade." 

Negotiation was authorized by a 
trade and tariff bin signed by Reagan 
on October 30, 1984. The agreement 
was signed in Washington on April 
22 by William Brock, then the U.S. 
trade representative, and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon.

The petrol station owners insist 
they have a signed agreement with 
the Energy Ministry. They “do not 
care" about the package deal or the 
Package Deal Review Committee, 
which approved only a 14 per cent 
increase in their commissions, they 
say. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shaba! 
has said most of the demands of the 
petrol station owners are justified. 

The gas agents association has 
decided to postpone its strike, which 
was to start next week, pending a 
meeting with Shahal.

PETAH TIKVA. - Class No. 12 at 
the Brenner Junior High School here 
was empty yesterday. Of the 38 
pupils in the class, only four re- 
mained unhurt. They had opted out 
of Tuesday 's tragic excursion. 

At the entrance to the school 
building, two students stood to 
attention in front of a candle-lit 
memorial to those who died. In the 
middle of the memorial was a framed 
group photograph of the victims. 

Shocked pupils and teachers wan- 
dered around the corridors, not 
knowing how to express their grief. 

The school took special precau- 
tions to deal with the shocked chil- 
dren. Nurses, psychologists and edu- 
cational advisers were on hand to 
care for those who fainted as well as 
those who were emotionally distres- 
sed. (See story on hospitalized 
pupils, page 2.) 

Few seventh graders were at the 


school yesterday. Those who did 
arrive attended a special workshop 
with psychologists designed to help 
them deal with the catastrophe. 
Most of them said they did not sleep 
at all the previous night. 

"How can you sleep when your 
friends have been killed? We know 
we’ll never see them again," one 
child said. "We all cried a lot. Many 
of us saw the accident happen and 
got terribly scared.” another said. 

The accident and its consequences 
were the sole topic of study in the 
rest of the classes yesterday. 
Teachers distributed newspapers to 
the pupils and discussed with them 
the details of the previous day’s 
tragic events. 

Several distraught children were 
treated by the psychologists at hand. 
Other children spent the day visiting 
the families of their dead school- 
mates. 

The fence around the school was 
covered with black-framed mourn- 
ing notices for each of the deceased. 


Bus driver Davidov buried

Davidov. the driver of the bus hit by 
^train on Tuesday, was buried at this 
moshav in the Sharon yesterday. 

The funeral procession started 
from Davidov’s apartment in Giva- 
tayim, where she lived with her two 
children. Eulogies were read by an 
Egged representative and a teacher 
from Borochov School, where her 


son studies. A eulogy written by 
Davidov’s ex- husban d was a Iso read. 

Davidov grew up on this Moshav. 
She began working for Egged when 
the war in Lebanon broke out. She 
mainly drove buses taking children 
on school outings and to and from 
summer camps. 

She is survived by three sisters and 
two children. 


Widow of former Baba Safi 
killed in Ashdod collision 


ASHDOD (Itim). - Miriam Abu- 
hatzeira, widow of the Rabbi Yisrael 
Abuhatzeira. the former Baba Sali, 
was killed yesterday when the car 
she was travelling in collided with a 
bus and overturned. Vivian Abuhat- 
zeira, wife of the current Baba Sali 
Baruch Abuhatzeira and the driver 
of the car, was seriously injured. A 
third passenger, Shalom Ben-Hamo, 
was also badly hart. 

The Baba Sali is considered by 
many to be the spjjituaHeader of the 
North African Jewish community. 

He accident occurred when the 
driver reportedly failed to stop at a 
Stop sign in the centre of Ashdod on 
Rebov Moshe Sbapira. 

Three Magen David Adorn ambu- 
lances arrived at the scene. Medics 
immediately started artificial re- 
spiration, and summoned an inten- 
sive care ambulance. Since Ashdod 
has no such ambulance, they were 
forced to summon it from Rebovot. 
The injured were taken by the MDA 
medics to Gedera junction where 


they were transferred to the Re- 
hovot ambulance. From there they 
were taken to Kaplan Hospital in 
Rehovot. 

Word of the accident spread 
quickly in the North African immig- 
rant community, and many went to 
pray for the survivors’ quick recov- 
ery and for Miriam Abuhatzeira 's 
soul. 

Baruch Abuhatzeira, Miriam 
Abuhatzeira’s son, is currently on a 
visit to Morocco. 

Tbe Central Bureau of Statistics 
reported yesterday that in the month 
of May, police recorded a total of 
1,148 road accidents and 1,521 in- 
jured. There were 24 killed and 277 
injured seriously. 

The Bureau found that the down- 
ward trend in the number of acci- 
dents which started in late 1983 has 
stopped. Though the average num- 
ber of accidents for the past three 
months was five per cent lower than 
the same period last year, it was five 
per cent higher than the average for 
the preceding months .

Passengers, crew freed unhurt in two related hijackings 


BEIRUT. - Lebanese Shiite Mos- 
lem hijackers destroyed a Jordanian 
a *tiincr with explosives and gunfire 
W Beirut airport yesterday after 
fa^ixspsssetigers and crew. 

_ About three tours later, a lone

Pot, Cyprus, and demanded the 
fctam at eight Jordanian security 
tan who had been aboard the Royal 
fiftfenian Airlines (Alia) Boeing- 
727.

(MEA). owners of the second hi- 
jacked jet. said the security men had 
been freed and would return to Am- 
man via Jeddah. 

The Lamaca hijacker, who was 
disarmed, was later escorted from 
the MEA Boeing-707 he had com- 
mandeered and placed aboard 
another Alia jet there, bound for 
Amman. 

The Alia Boeing, hijacked on 
Tuesday on the ground at Beirut by 
five men or six. had been forced to 
fly to Cyprus. Tunisia and Sicily 
before returning here after being 


denied landing rights at all three 
airports. 

Hostages, including the Swedish 
captain and about 60 passengers, 
were freed just before the hijackers 
blew up the plane and raked it with 
gunfire. Then they vanished in the 
confusion. 

The heavily-armed hijackers, all 
believed to be Shi’ites, had stormed 
the Alia plane, firing in the air and 
overwhelming the Jordanian mar- 
shals. 

They had demanded the Lebanese 
expel all Palestinian fighters in 


Beirut’s refugee camps to Tunisia 
and other Arab countries. 

But officials of the Shi'ite Amal 
militia, who have been fighting the 
Pales tinians for more than three 
weeks in Beirut, had been conduct- 
ing negotiations with the hijackers 
which led to the release of its passen- 
gers and crew. 

The hijackers had called them- 
selves "The group of martyrs of the 
Lebanese resistance" in an earlier 
statement to the Arab League Coun- 
cil. 


Alia said the plane carried 65 
passengers and six crew when it was 
seized. • 

It was the fourth hijack at Beirut 
airport this year and the first plane 
destroyed by hijackers in the Middle 
East since Palestinian commandos 
blew up four foreign airliners in 
Egypt and Jordan in a joint opera- 
tion in September, 1970. 

In a grim twist of fate, several of 
the passengers aboard the MEA 
plane seized later had been on the 
Jordanian jet.

A spokesman for Socialist Prime 
Minister Felipe Gonzalez said the 
violence was dearly aimed at dis- 
rupting a historic occasion seen by 
most Spaniards as a culmination of 
their dream of being accepted by 


democratic Europe. 

In speeches to tbe community 
leaders during the signing ceremony, 
Gonzalez and King J uan Carlos were 
expected to underline Spam's Euro- 
pean destiny and pledge to work for 
a united Europe, without forgetting 
Latin America. 

Police r e in fo rc ed massive security 
as heads of government and foreign 
ministers of Denmark, Ireland, Ita- 
ly, France, the Netherlands, Spain, 


Portugal. Belgium. Britain. Greece. 
West Germany and Luxembourg 
flew in from Lisbon after signing 
Portugal’s accession treaty there. 

The boobytrapped car, which 
police suspected was used by the 
colonel’s killers, was found through 
an anonymous warning call. 

Police said there were some 12 
kilos of plastic explosive in the car. 

Some 8.000 people had been 
evacuated from a giant department 


store shortly before the blast. 

A government spokesman said the 
dead colonel. Vincente Romero, 55. 
was a lawyer who had no special 
security except for his escort driver. ; 

Witnesses said be was ambushed 
outside his home by two men and a 
woman and was shot through the 
head at point blank range by two of 
them. 

His driver had no time to react.

Reports that a new Unifil deploy- 
ment in South Lebanon is under 
consideration here received indirect 
confirmation ye-sterday from the 
director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry. David Kimche. 

Questioned on this subject by 
foreign envoys, Kimche said “all sort 
of ideas" had been raised during the 
discussions on Tuesday between De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
UN Undersecretary-General Brian 
Urquhart. 

Urquhart is reportedly proposing 
that Unifil move southwards to 
police the border region in coordina- 
tion with the Shi'ite Amal militia - 
and Israel is expected to agree to try 
this arrangement in part of the west- 
ern sector of South Lebanon. Israel 
is not inclined to agree to Unififs 
deployment right up to the border, 
however, until this partial experi- 
ment has proved successful. 

Urquhart was in Beirut yesterday 
and is due back today for more talks 
with Rabin. One sticking point is the 
role of the South Lebanese Army 
under the proposed arrangement. 
Israel is committed to continue sup- 
porting the SLA, while Amai wants 
it dismantled. 

Kimche disclosed that Unifil bad 
recently been thwarted, by the 
Beirut government's chronic weak- 
ness, in a bid to extend its 
peacekeeping role to the be- 
leaguered Christian town of Jezzine. 

He said the UN had eagerly 
espoused the Israeli idea that it move 
U nifil units to Jezzine to protect the 
Christians there, who are threatened 
by Moslem militias. 

Had Unifil moved in, Kimche told 
the envoys, the SLA would have 
willingly moved out. (SLA comman- 


der Gen. Antoine Lahad has kept 
troops in Jezzine. which is beyond 
the security zone, on the grounds 
that if they leave a massacre of 
Christians might ensue.) Unifil 
would thus have been able to resolve 
one of South Lebanon’s most urgent 
current problems. 

But Lebanese President Amin 
Jemayel could not authorize Unifil's 
entry into Jezzine, Kimche said, be- 
cause he was too weak to obtain 
Moslem consent. And without a for- 
mal invitation from Jemayel and the 
Beirut government, the UN could 
not extend Unifil's ambit to cover 
Jezzine. 




Kimche told the envoys of the LIN 
Security Council member states and 
of the Unifti-contriburing countries 
that, though Israel backed the SLA. 
it did not “control" the force. It was 
exerting its “influence” to secure the 
release of the Finnish Unifil men 
kidnapped by the SLA. But the issue 
ought to be settled in contacts direct- 
ly between liaison personnel of Uni- 
fil and the SLA. 

The director-general welcomed 
the fact that liaison officers of the 
two forces had met for the first time. 
He contended that L?nifil ought to 
have the same relationship with the 
SLA as it has with Amal. 

Kimche had recourse to the rela- 
tionship between the USSR and 
Syria - there are 3.000 Russian 
advisers in Syria - to explain the 
limitations of Israel's sway over the 
SLA. 

But not all the enVbys were con- 
vinced, apparently, of the SLA’s 
independence. At least one of them 
opined that Israel had full control 
over the SLA and that therefore the 
release of the kidnapped men was 
Israel's responsibility.

The ministerial committee dealing 
with Ata is to meet today to discuss a 
last-minute chance to save the com- 
pany. Government sources said 
yesterday that a group of foreign 
investors, headed by Jack Nasser, 
has renewed its interest in the com- 
pany, and could be willing to buy the 
land owned by Ata. 

The sale of land, which is planned 
to raise S7 million, is one of the 
central points in a plan drafted by 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal and 
Industry Minister Ariel Sharon, but 
until yesterday morning it was pro- 
ving difficult to find buyers for all the 
land. 

Intensive negotiations took place 
yesterday between government offi- 
cials and the investors group, com- 
posed of Nasser, the Maurer group - 
a Swiss company, and the Orit cor- 
poration - a company owned by a 
former Israeli now resident in the 
LT.S. with textile interests abroad. 

Officials said that British business- 
man Alliance and Nasser met yester- 
day in Switzerland and that rbe for- 
mer had said be was willing to aid the 
new group of investors in marketing 
efforts abroad. 


Sharon and Shahal met yesterday 
with Prime Minister Peres and His- 
tadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar. and during their talks an 
alternative to the Nasser option 
emerged. According to this plan, the 
Histadrut would start a fund-raising 
campaign in. Haifa to buy some 30 
per cent of the Ata -owned plots. 

So far the Histadrut has agreed to 
buy 50 per cent of the land through 
its housing company Shikun Ovdttm. 
but has declined to purchase the rest, 
saying it is unfit for residential build- 
ing. Sharon attacked the labour fed- 
eration for this refusal, saying Shi- 
kun Ovtiim has “scared off” other 
potential buyers: 

At the end of the meeeting it was 
decided that the Histadrut would 
enter into immediate negotiations 
with Meir Tager, a private investor 
willing to buy 20 per cent of the 
plots, and to adopt the fund-raising 
proposal.

Shi’ites step up camps war, nine die

In a return to their rebellious 
mood of previous months, members 
of the Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday approved a 15 per cent rise 
in electricity prices, instead of the 25 
per cent proposed by the govern- 
ment. The increase is effective re- 
troactively from May 25. 

Knesset Member Haim Ramon, 
head of the Alignment faction in the 
committee, made the proposal to 
limit the hike to 15 per cent. He said 
that since the last time that the 
electricity prices had gone up the 
shekel had been devalued by 15 per 
cent. 

Ramon added that the Treasury 
had unreasonably raised the excise 
tax on petrol and thus had “literally 
fueled inflation.” Ramon said the 
electricity hike should therefore be 
held to only 15 per cent. 


BEIRUT (AP). - Shi’ite Moslems 
stepped up their 24-day-old war to 
dislodge Palestinian gunmen from 
Beirut yesterday, pounding two be- 
leaguered refugee camps with tanks 
and mortars as scores of besieged 
Palestinians fled to nearby Druse- 
held mountains. 

The Shi'ites and Palestinians bat- 
tled throughout the night, briefly 
held their fire in the morning and 
resumed fighting in the afternoon. 

Police said at least nine people 
were killed and 59 were wounded in 
hostilities around Shatilia and Bourj 
al-Barajneh before the morning lull. 


That raised the overall toll in what 
Beirut newspapers call the war for 
the camps to 548 killed and 2,251 
wounded since Shi'ite Amal militia- 
men and Lebanese Army soldiers of 
the mainly Shi’ite 6th Brigade 
attacked the camps May 19 to pre- 
vent the PLO from rebuilding a 
power base in Lebanon. 

A Palestinian spokesman in Sha- 
tilia said 21 people have been killed 
and 75 wounded in the camp in the 
past 48 hours. He said 39 of the 
wounded were in critical rendition 
and appealed for the Red Cross to 
help evacuate them.

Althougfi there has been no offi- 
cial comment about the. cause of the 
accident. The Jerusalem Post was 
told that preliminary findings indi- 
cated it was a result of human error 
on the part of the bus driver. 

[Egged sources said yesterday that 
the driver, Ruth Davidov, was a very 
good and experienced driver. “She 
bad a clean record, and was one of 
the few hired drivers chosen last year 
to drive the children of Egged mem- 
bers to their summer day camp. You 
can understand that Egged would 
not entrust the lives of their own 
children to a reckless driver.” 

The police yesterday conducted 
several experiments driving a bus 
over the barrier-less level crossing 
near Moshav Habonim where the 
tragedy occurred.] 

The bus was filled with police 
personnel to make its weight equal 
to that of the one that carried the 
children. 

There is a sharp right hand curve 
in the din road leading to the level- 
crossing, immediately followed by a 
short but sharp incline down to the 
crossing itself. 

The police bus was driven over the 
crossing several times and from va- 
rious angles of approach to check for 
any difficulties. It took 13 seconds to 
complete the crossing. 

While the police are not making 
any official comments. The Post 
learned that they found positive 
signs at the scree that the children’s 
bus bad stopped just in front of the 
crossing. 

This seems to fit in with reports of 
witnesses, who said they saw the bus 
stop and then slowly inch its way 
over the crossing. It was almost 
across when the train struck it, to- 
wards the rear. 

The engine was flung more than 30 
metres from the bus by the force of 
the impact while the clutch was 
found more than 50 metres away. 

Police yesterday continued inter- 
viewing witnesses and scrutinized 
the state of the dirt road, while 
checking the number and position of 
the level-crossing warning signs. 

The remains of the 1980 Mercedes 
bus was also being thoroughly ex- 
amined for any defects, either 
structural or mechanical, The Post 
learned. 

The train locomotive, which was 
also closely examined for any faults, 
especially in the braking system, was 


apparently found to be in good 
order. 

Israel Railways declined to make 
any official comment yeste-day. But 
sources there noted that Transport 
Ministry inspectors had checked the 
train after it arrived in Haifa follow- 
ing the accident and bad subsequent- 
ly allowed it to continue to Nahariya. 

“Although no blame is attached to 
the driver, he is naturally very de- 
pressed about what happened. Any- 
body who went through what he did 
and saw what he saw would feel the 
same.” railways sources said. 

The train driver, 59-year-old Shlo- 
mo Somech, although absolved by 
the railways own findings, was 
nonetheless reported to be in a state 
of shock and depression yesterday. 

A doctor employed by the rail- 
ways examined Somech and de- 
clared that the driver would be un- 
able to give evidence to the official 
inquiry at least until Friday. 

Somech, who has been employed 
by the railways for 32 years - 30 of 
them as a driver - is resting at his 
home in a bayside suburb on the 
doctor's orders. 

According to the railways sources, 
the locomotive speedband - similar 
to an aircraft flight recorder (black 
box) - showed the train had been 
travelling at between 100 and a max- 
imum 103 kilometres per hour at tbe 
time of the accident. The speed limit 
on this stretch is 105 kpb. 

Initial findings showed that the 
driver spotted the potential danger 
of the bus* and started to break about 
400 metres before the crossing. 

“If he had not done so, the train 
would not have pulled up as quickly 
as it did and would have continued 
fan her along the track in the direc- 
tion of Haifa," the source said. 

Israel Railways deputy managing 
director David Guy said the number 
of passengers on the trains yesterday 
was “about tbe same as usual” de- 
spite the accident. 

Guy was asked about the high 
number of barrier-less level cros- 
sings in the country. He noted that of 
the 25 crossings on the main Haifa- 
Tel Aviv railway line, 15 have bar- 
riers and warning lights, 5 have just 
the warning lights and the remaining 
five are open although there are 
plenty of advance warning signs on 
the approach roads. 

He did not think it was necessary 
to block roads leading to these open 
level crossings, as had been sug- 
gested by Egged chairman Shlomo 
Amar.

Driver’s actions ‘a mystery*

Mystery still shrouds the actions of 
bus driver Ruth Davidov as she 
crossed the level -crossing at Moshav 
Habonim on Tuesday. 

According to witnesses, Davidov 
stopped her bus at the crossing, as 
required by law, but then inched 
forward extremely slowly onto the 
tracks. 

A number of professional bus 
drivers with years of experience said 
yesterday that this was the weirdest 
case they have ever encountered. 

“We can't understand what hap- 
pened,” was the most frequent 
answer. Another answer: “I'm not a 
religious person, but this was an act 
of God. I cannot find any other 
sensible answer.” 

One Egged official suggested tbe 
following as the most likely scenario 
that he could think of: “The bus 
driver stopped at the crossing. For 
some reason, she might not have 
seen or heard the oncoming train. Or 
she may have calculated the distance 


and derided that she could make it 
across the tracks before the train 
arrived. 

“When she started to move, one 
or more of the school children, on 
seeing the fast approaching tram, 
shouted to the driver that the train 
was coming. This might have thrown ~ 
the driver into a state of shock and- 
caused her to freeze, or to panic and 
step on the brakes instead of the 
accelerator. 


“But all this is just theory.” he 
conceded. “I don't believe that any- 
one will ever know what really hap- 
pened." 

Egged spokesman Gideon TaJmor 
said that each driver undergoes a 
road-safety refresher course each 
year. They also receive road-safety 
information every month with their 
paycheck and in the internal Egged 
magazine. *** ' 

Taimor also said that Egged em- 
ploys special safety officers who 
check all the cooperative's buses to 
ensure that they are safe.

000-dunam stretch 
of land in the central Negev, will cost 
about $19m. Of .this, 510m. will be 
put up 1 by the' Hammer Group, 
another S4.4m. by the Energy Minis- 
try in the form of state-assistance, 
loans and grants to foreign investors, 
and the rest from the Israeli com- 
panies that will be operating at the 
drilling sites on behalf of the' foreign 
investors.

Mmistenal panel okays bill 
to raise electoral threshold 


MK sued over equipment 
used to save IDF soldiers

The ministerial committee hand- 
ling electoral reform proposals 
yesterday approved a private mem- 
bers bill ..to raise . the qualifying 
threshold for electoral lists from its 
present l per cent to 2‘ z per cent. 

The Likud's Michael Reiser, who 
drafted the private members bill and 
serves as chairman of the House 
Committee, told reporters that apart 
ftom keepihg splinter parties out of 
the Knesset he hoped that his mea- 
sure would abo encourage the Knes- 
set to move faster with legislation 
against parties which preach racism 
or work against the national interest. 

. Reiser was referring to legislation 
which has not yet completed its first 
rending. One 'bill to outlaw racist 
ina'temenr is aimed against Meir 
Kahana's Kach party. The second 


bill, to outlaw parties undermining 
the security of the state, is aimed ar 
the Progressive List for Peace. 

Commenting on Reiser's bill, She- 
vah Weiss (Alignment) said he 
would campaign to persuade his fac- 
tion to vote against it. 

Weiss told the Jerusalem Post: 
"Kahana may well pass the 2Vi per 
cent threshold, so he won't be stop- 
ped if the qualifying threshold is 
raised. The lists likely to be blocked 
by raising the threshold are on the 
left of the political scene, not the 
right, and it is the left wing which 
Reiser wants to damage." 

Weiss said: "As a last resort, small 
factions in danger of failing to pass 
the 21* per cent threshold might 
form joint lists for an election and 
then split up into (heir former com- 
ponents afterwards." 


4 settlements for northern border

announced yesterday. 

The settlements are to be estab- 
lished near Shlomi. Dovev. Keren 
Naftali and Mitzpe Pe'er. 

Itbas also been decided to add to 
and strengthen existing settlements 


such as Granot and Bar-Yohai. . . 

The LDFs new deployment along 
the . northern, border has made it 
necessary to step up settlement 
activity in the area, Dulzin said. 

Two new industrial areas are also 
to be set up. One will be established 
at Ramat Dalton as an inter-urban 
industrial centre serving Safad and 
the Merom Hagalil regional council. 
Another will be set up in the Goren 
area in Western Galilee. 


HAIFA (Itim). - Knesset Member 
Meir Cohen-Avidov is being sued 
for ISS4 million, pan of the cost of 
surgical equipment rushed to Haifa's 
Rambam Hospital to help casualties 
from the terrorist attack on Israeli 
army headquarters in Tyre in 
No\ ember 1983. 

The Amos and Yehuda Gazit Co., 
of Tel Aviv, suppliers of medical 
equipment, are also suing tbe Health 
Ministry. 

The firm, which filed suit in the 
Nazareth District Court, claims it 
supplied bead-surgery equipment 
worth SI 20.000 to Rambam Hospital 
after the attack in Tyre. The firm 
claims it has only been paid 524,000 
so far, from money bequeathed to 
the state , and is suing Cohen-Avidov 
and the Health Ministry for the ba- 
lance. 

The equipment, the plaintiff 
claims, was delivered at the request 
of Cohen-Avidov, who happened to 
be at the hospital at the time. Cohen- 
Avidov- promised- that the firm 
would be 1 paid* and this commitment 


was approved by then-finance minis- 
ter Yigal Cohen-Orgad. 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
also recommended paying the ba- 
lance owed on the equipment, but 
the Health Ministry has refused to 
do so for lack of funds, the plaintiff 
claims. 

The Health Ministry, in its de- 
fence. says that the state did not 
agree to the purchase of the quip- 
ment, and that the price being 
sought is four times the actual cost. It 
further argues that Cohen-Avidov 
alone was party to the purchase and 
that he must pay for the equipment 
by himself. 

Cohen-Avidov's attorney, in the 
MK's defence, stresses that Cohen- 
Avidov was acting to save lives. 

Cohen-Avidov has complained 
that the government’s law offices 
rejected his request to represent him 
in the suit. "It's a disgrace that I 
should have to personally raise funds 
to fight a suit for medical equipment 
supplied to the hospital in an hour of 
need." 




‘Civil guards preyed on parked cars 


Rabid foxes sighted in last two weeks

R1SHON LEZION. - Several rabid 
foxes have been spotted in different 
parts of the country in the last two 
weeks. The sightings follow a lull of 
several months with no reported 
incidents of rabies. Dr.- Ar non Shim- 
shoni, director of veterinary services 
in tbe Agriculture Ministry, said 
yesterday. 



A rabid fox was found in Kibbutz 
Barkai, east of Hadera. after he had 
been seen in the kibbutz five days 
earlier. -The fox was killed, and the 
kibbutz animals have been quaran- 
tined. Three kibbutz dogs have been 
quarantined at the government ken- 
nels in Haifa. 

Another rabid fox was caught on 
Tuesday in the citrus grove of Kib- 
butz Barkai and transferred to the 
veterinary institute in Rishon Le- 
zion. Rabid foxes have also been 
caught at Arab al-Aramshe, north- 
east of Nahariya, in the last two 
weeks and at Ofru. nonh of Jeru- 
salem. i 

Shimsboni has warned the public 
to look out for animals that are 
acting strangely, since they, too, 
maybe rabid. 


Six members of the civil guard 
from Lod have been charged with 
breaking into parked cars and steal- 
ing parts and other items while on 
duty. In some cases, the charges say, 
they even set the cars they stole from 
on fire to destroy the evidence. 

Charged are Yitzhak Cassuto. 22, 
head of the civil guard base in Lod, 
and five volunteers: Eli Almakias. 
19, Yitzhak Segel, 25, and three 
minors. 

According to the chaTge-sheet, 
the defendants stole from cars last 
month, using a master key, and then 
ignited them. They aref also charged 
with driving while on duty to die 
JerusaJem-Tei Aviv highway, m 
violation of orders, and stealing 


from cars left unattended on the 
shoulder. 

The group was caught when an 
alarm sounded in one of the cars 
from which three of them allegedly 
tried to steal. A policeman who was 
driving by tried to arrest them and 
when they fled in their patrol car he 
gave chase. 

One of the accused, a 17 year old, 
allegedly threw a jack at the pur- 
suing police car, smashing the wind- 
shield and seriously injuring the 
policeman. All six accused were sub- 
sequently arrested. 

Next week the Tel Aviv District 
Court will discuss the prosecution's 
request to hold the accused till the 
end of the trial. 


Test-tube baby bom to Arab mother in Haifa 


HAIFA (Itim). - Israel’s first Arab 
test-tube baby was born yesterday at 
tbe Rambam Hospital here. Tbe 
baby girl, born to a 30-year-old 
mother who had never before been 
pregnant, weighed 1.68 kilograms, 
and has been placed in the hospital's 
premature babies unit. 

Yesterday's was the third test- 


tube baby bom at Rambam. The 
first was' bom to a Kiryat Bialik 
mother about three months ago and 
the second to a Migdal Ha’emtk 
mother Last Monday. 

Some 25 women have so far had 
fetuses implanted under the hospit- 
al's current programme, of which 15 
are still being carried.

Business as usual on Haifa’s roads

HAIFA. - The accident-?ridden 
roads were different yesterday, the 
morning after Tuesday's accident at 
Moshav Habonim claimed 21 lives, 
17 of them children on a school 
excursion. 

The buses drove with their head- 
lights on. in a gesture of sympathy 
with the bereaved families. Many 
cars switched their headlights on 
too. 

But that was the only difference. 
Everything else was just the same as 
usual. The same lack of considera- 
tion. the same discourtesy, and the 
same -disregard of traffic lights and 
laws where the driver felt he could 
get away with it. 

At 7.30 a.m. there was a long line 
of cars, bumper to bum perl making 
its way from tbe upper Carmel to the 
busy Ahuza junction. And as the 
long line of cars inched forward, 
there again was the smart alec who 
left us all behind, careered past and 
barged bis way back into line. 

He. at least, overtook us on the 


legal left, even If he did go over the 
white line. A kindred soul overtook 
us all on the illegal right. Both of 
them smiled indulgently at the poor 
suckers who stick to the rules of the 
road. 

When at last we managed to get 
past the junction, we all pulled 'up 
with a start again, only just avoiding 
a chain reaction of collisions. One of 
the drivers had spotted a friend, and 
stopped dead to pick her up in the 
middle of the road. She brushed off. 
with an impolite movement of her 
dainty arm. the echoing protests of 
heated hooters. 

Down in the Hadar shopping dis- 
trict. a group of pedestrians waited 
for the green light to cross danger- 
ously sloping Balfour Street - all but 
a young man who swaggered across 
on red. Farther down, a driver ail but 
ran over the law-abiding pedestrians 
‘ who were crossing on green. 

At the turn-off Towards the 
Kishon area,. the railway barrier 
came down in front of a truck which 
missed crashing through by a hair's 
breadth. A car pulled up behind. 


Teachers to meet Treasury 
today to tackle firings crisis

the Histadrut Teachers Union and 
the Secondary School Teachers 
Association are to meet today with 
Treasury wage chief Hillel Dudai. to 
find a solution to the crisis over 
teacher dismissals.

are made in the education budget. 

The Histadrut Teachers Union 
has so far not reached any agree- 
ment. and could resume strike ac- 
tions if no progress is made at today's 
meeting. A combined union and 
Education Ministry committee is 
also working on proposals both sides 
made last week. 

Meanwhile, tbe Histadrut 
Teachers Union yesterday expressed 
its condolences to the families of 
those killed in tbe accident on Tues- 
day. The unioa sent wishes for a 
speedy recovery to the injured and 
promised to provide whatever help it 
can offer to the pupils and teachers 
at the Brenner School.

Strike postponed 

THE COUNTRY- WIDE strike of 
local, regional and religious councils 
which was to have begun today has 
been postponed till Sunday follow- 
ing Tuesday's tragic bus accident. 

This was announced yesterday by 
the division of local council workers 
in the clerks federation. The division 
said Petal) Hkva municipal workers 
could decide themselves when to 
join the strike.. 

Engineer Shortage - 

TALK ABOUT moving workers 
from services to production is idle 
chatter if university budget cuts pre- 
vent the training of enough en- 
gineers, Prof. Gedalia Shelef, chair- 
man of the coordinating council of 
academic staff organizations at the 
country's universities, said: yester- 
day. 

A year ago . we agreed to give up 6 
per cent of our salaries for a year 
because of the economic crisis. 


Shelef said. 

"Now. we've been asked to con- 
tinue the arrangement for another 
six months. We have ageed,*but this 
.cannot go on indefinitely. With 
salaries only a quarter of what they 
are in industry, in fields like compu- 
ters and electrical engineering, we 
cannot attract teachers. That means 
training fewer engineers, which is a 
security risk and hamstrings indus- 
try." 

Let computers do it • 

IBM IN cooperation with Bar-Ban 
University, has developed a compu- 
ter programme to help students pre- 
pare their class schedules. 

Many students spend long hours at 
the beginning of each semester 
working out a schedule that takes 
into account their required courses 
and personal constraints such as 
jobs. When the relevant information 
is fed into the computer, it can do the 
job in a fraction of the time it takes 
tbe student. 


TV suffers from ‘overdose of politics’

Proponents of a second television 
channel were yesterday advised that 
before Israel adopts the idea, efforts 
must be made to bolster the present 
channel, which suffers from a dearth 
of financial resources and an over- 
dose of political pressures. 

This counsel was given by Jeremy 
Isaacs, head of Britain’s indepen- 
dent Channel Four. Isaacs spoke at a 
colloquium marking the 20tb 
anniversary of the Hebrew Universi- 
ty's Communications Institute. 

According to Avrabam Poraz. 
adviser to the communications 
minister, the only justification for a 


second channel is as a news alterna- 
tive. Tbe Israeli viewer, he said, is 
not Jacking in entertainment op- 
tions, since 250,000 families have 
video machines, and can tune into, 
either Jordan or Lebanon on their 
TV sets. 

Establishing a second channel, 
Poraz underscored, is urgent be- 
cause of the dwindling number of 
frequencies. 

Poraz declared that tbe major 
obstacle to setting up a second chan- 
nel was the custody Wattle raging 
between the communications and 
the education ministers, each of 
whom wants the second channel to 
come under his own ministerial 


soon to be boxed in by another 
truck, whose driver was making sure 
he would get across first.

There is only one of two ways of 
putting an end to the slaughter on 
the road, a police friend assured me. 
Either suspend every single driving 
licence in the country or have every 
single Israeli change his road habits. 

No decision 
yet onrolein 
Star Wars-Rabin

The U.S. administration has not 
asked Israel to participate in Star 
Wars operations, but only in the 
research and development’ aspects, 
and the government has not yet 
decided whether to do so. Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said yester- 
day. 

He was replying to a motion for 
the agenda by Matitvahu Peled 
(Progressive List for Peace), who 
said that Israel has no interest in 
taking sides in an arms race in outer 
space. Rabin called the projected 
U.S. programme “defensive in na- 
ture." 

He said he informed U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger of 
Israel's readiness to examine the R 
& D areas in which cooperation is 
sought, and of Israel’s wish to know- 
how this will contribute to its own 
conventional defence requirements. 

The clarification of these points 
will take a few months, and until it is 
completed the government will take 
□o decision, Rabin said. 

The motion was struck from the 
agenda. 

Denver boot rapped 

MK ELIAHU SPEISER. chairman 
of the. Knesset Ecoriomij^Qjmnut- . 
lee. said that local authorities'Have" - 
sometimes applied the Denver-boot • 
policy of locking or towing illegally 
parked vehicles in an excessively 
severe and unwise manner. 

At a committee meeting with 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu to 
survey the Denver-boot policy. 
Speisersaid that the local authorities 
had locked more vehicles than 
necessary, including those not 
parked at intersections or on vital 
roads. 

He said that drivers had been 
sometimes subjected to offensive, 
vulgar treatment, verging on harass- 
ment, when they came to redeem 
their vehicles. They had been made 
to waste a long time going through a 
series of procedures, and in certain 
cases after they were told to report at 
midnight to get their cars, they had 
been kept waiting even then. 

Speiser said there was no need to 
make a driver wait 48 hours to get his 
vehicle back.

Just as thousands of career army 
personnel and civilian employees in 
the defence establishment were 
being fired', so would Rafael have to 
sacrifice its share. Rabin said. 

Rabin noted that 10 years ago 
defence accounted for one fourth of 
the state budget, whereas today it 
has dropped to less than one eighth.

The parents claim that they were 
not properly appraised of the risks of 
the operation — and that had they 
been aware of the dangers, they 
would have been deterred from giv- 
ing their permission. 

■Tie boy’s lawyer accuses the 
medical community of a “conspiracy 
of silence” in the affair, and main- 
tains that all efforts to obtain an 
independent medical opinion on the 
facts of the case failed.

Papal assailant tells court: 

Bulgarians plotted 
to kill Lech Walesa 


ROME (AP). - Papal assailant 
Mehxnet Ali Agca testified yesterday 
that Bulgarians plotted to kill Polish 
labour leader Lech Walesa with a car 
bomb in Rome in 1981. 

Agca also said he was sent by 
Bulgarians to Tunis to scout out the 
possibility of an assassination 
attempt against Tunisian President 
Habib Bourguiba and former Mal- 
tese prime minister Dorn Mintoff. 

During his fifth day on the stand in 
the papal plot trial, Agca repeated a 
charge he had made to investigators 
that “the Bulgarians wanted to eli- 
minate" Walesa, leader of the now 
outlawed solidarity labour union in 
Pope John Paul II's native Poland. 

Agca said the plan called for 
Walesa to be killed by a radio- 
controlled car bomb after a press 
conference during his Rome visit in 
January 19S1. 

The Turk said the plan was called 
off because an unidentified Italian 
informed them the police were 
aware of the plot. 

Judge JIario Marteila. who 
brought the indictments in the papal 
plot trial, had dropped charges 


against four Bulgarians and two Ita- 
lian union leaders who Agca had 
accused of being part of plot. Martel- 
la said there was insufficient evi- 
dence. 

During the Rome visit, Walesa 
met at the Vatican with Pope John 
Paul, who strongly endorsed Soli- 
darity, the first independent labour 
union in the Soviet bloc. 

Agca had told investigator before 
about the Tunisian trip, taken six 
months before the May 13, 1981 
shooting of the pope. 

But in court he said he had been 
sent by the Bulgarians and had been 
met at the airport by a man whom 
Agca refused to identify other than 
saying he appeared to be a Syrian. 

The 27-year-old Turk said he and 
the other man went to Bourguiba's 
. villa in Carthage, just outside Tunis, 
and examined possibilities for a 
bomb attack against the president's 
motorcade. 

He said ihere was a nearby hotel 
that allowed them to examine the 
whole area but they decided against 
the attack because security was too 
tight and the suspicion that Tunisian

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security had them under observa- 
tion. 

• Agca also told- the court that the 
Gray Wolves, a right-wing Turkish 
terrorist group to which' he be- 
longed, carried out an attack against 
Radio Free Europe on behalf of the 
Soviet Union. But it was unclear 
from Agca's testimony who took 
part in a 1970 meeting in Sofia at 
which the attack was discussed. 

Radio Free Europe's headquar- 
ters in Munich was bombed on 
February 21. 1981, causing serious 
injuries to three people and exten- 
sive damage. There have been no 
other bombings there.

Former air force chief warns: 

Pakistan is target for attacks 
because of Afghan rebel bases 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - A for- 
mer air force chief said yesterday 
that Pakistan was increasingly be- 
coming a target for attacks from 
Afghanistan because it allowed 
Afghan rebels to maintain bases on 
its soil. 

Retired air marshal Nur Khan said 
Moscow and Kabul were bound to 
step up the attacks because the war 
in Afghanistan, organized by the 
rebels from bases in Pakistan, was 
escalating. 

Foreign Minister Sahabzada Ya- 
qub Khan told the National Assem- 
bly on Tuesday that 85 people had 
been killed and S8 injured in 493 
cross-border attacks since the six- 
year-old Afghan war began. 

Nur Khan was the first assembly 
member to break an informal taboo 
on public discussion of the rebel 
bases in Northwest Frontier Pro- 
vince which Islamabad consistently 
denies exist. 


The government describes all 
Afghan camps, including those 
where visitors can see young men 
learning how to fire machine-guns or 
make bombs, as “refugee tentage 
villages.” 

Nur Khan, who became a national 
hero leading the air force in Pakis- 
tan's 1965 war with India, urged the 
government to tell the people about 
its foreign and defence policies 
rather than formulate and execute 
them behind closed doors. 

Restricting important decisions to 
too small a circle could cause Pakis- 
tan to drift into war with Afghanis- 
tan just as it slid into the 1965 conflict 
with India, he said. 

Nor Khan offered no concrete 
suggestions. He has called on Isla- 
mabad to open direct talks with the 
Babrak Karmal government in 
Kabul on a political settlement to the 
war. 


WASHINGTON. - President 
Ronald Reagan welcomed Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi to the 
White House yesterday with an ex- 
pression of fiim.support for Indian 
efforts to maintain national unity 
against Sikh separatists. 

Receiving Gandhi at a ceremony' 
that included military honours. 
Reagan said the U.S. “remains 
steadfastly dedicated to India's unity 
and we firmly oppose those who 
would undermine it.” 

During the 20-minute ceremony 
Sikh militants protesting Gandhi's 
visit could be heard shouting slogans 
from beyond the White House gates. 
Mounted police, troops and other' 
security reinforcements kept the de- 
monstrators several hunched metres 
away from the executive mansion. 

Reagan seemed intent on giving 
Gandhi a warm welcome as the 40- 
year-old Indian leader embarked on 
his first visit here since taking office 
following his mother's assassination 
seven months ago. 

"You will find a deep well of 
affection and respect for India and 
its people." Reagan said. 

The disagreements between the 
two countries over global security 
issues and other areas should not 
preclude forthright discussions, the 
President said. He added, ”we are

But Gandhi, like his mother, has 
refused to criticize the Soviet milit- 
ary presence in Afghanistan and the 
U.S. official said be held little hope 
Gandhi would change that policy. 

The official, who requested 1 
anonymity, said Reagan would also 
seek to rebut Gandhi's public state- 
ment that Washington had turned a 
blind eye ou allegations that Pakis- 
tan was developing a nuclear bomb. 

He said Reagan would tell Gandhi 
the U.S. government was as con- 
cerned as India about the possibility 
of Pakistan's acquiring nuclear 
weapons, which Islamabad denies 
seeking.

Black leaders allege plot 
to attack Tutu and others 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - A 
group of whites has plotted to kill or 
kidnap Nobel Peace Laureate 
Bishop Desmond Tutu and 13 other 
prominent anti-apartheid figures 
over the uext four days, black lead- 
ers said yesterday. 

Earlier, assailants threw grenades 
into the homes of two mixed-race 
members of parliament near Cape 
Town, seriously wounding one 
member. The white-minority gov- 
ernment blamed a banned anti- 
apartheid guerrilla movement for 
the attacks. 

At a Johannesburg news confer- 
ence, Reverend Frank Chikane told 
reporters an unidentified white 
group had hired 30 blacks as a “hit 
squad” to attack a wide range of 
well-known activists. 

Some of the targets learned of the 
plot this week and called a news 
conference to disclose th< details 


learned so far. The kidnappings or 
killings were to begin last night at the, 
rate of four a day until Sunday, the 
anniversary of the start of 1976 riots 
in Soweto that spread across the 
country, leaving nearly 600 dead, 
Chikane said. 

“We wish the world to know that 
we are being terrorized," said Chi- 
le ane, a leader of the United Demo- 
cratic Front coalition who is among 
the 14 alleged victims. “The world 
should know that apartheid merce- 
naries are out to kill opponents of 
apartheid." 

Chikane said he and others had 
obtained a tape recording of a tele- 
phone call detailing the plot and a 
document listing the 14 names. He 
said the white group intended to 
make rhe attacks appear to be the 
result of iu -fighting among rival 
black groups that has flared in recent 
weeks. 


GENEVA (Reuter). - U.S. and 
Soviet arms negotiators held almost 
3 Vi hours of talks on intercontinental 
nuclear missiles yesterday, a U.S. 
delegation spokesman said. 

The meeting, at the Soviet mis- 
sion , was part of the latest superpow- 
er arms control effort, in which sepa- 
rate discussions are being held on 
long-range missiles, medium-range 
missiles and space weapons. 

The spokesman declined to give 
further details, citing a confidential- 
ity pledge. 

Chief Soviet negotiator Viktor 
Karpov headed his country's team 
on long-range missiles. The U.S. 
side was led by former Texas senator 
John Tower. 

The meeting was the first on long- 
range missiles since President 
Reagan said on Monday that the 
U.S. would continue to comply with 
the unratified 1979 Strategic Anns 
limitation Treaty (Salt-n). 

The first round of the talks began 
on March 12 and lasted six weeks. 
The second round opened on May 
30, and negotiators hold one session 
a week on each category under dis- 
cussion. They are expected to dis- 
cuss medium-range missiles today. 

Viet troops dash 
with Thais in chase 
after guerrillas 

BANGKOK (Reuter). -Thai troops 
backed by artillery fought yesterday 
to push back Vietnamese soldiers 
who crossed Thailand's border with 
Kampuchea in pursuit of guerrillas, 
military officers said in Bangkok. 

The officers said 30,000 Kam- 
puchean refugees in Thai territory 
dose to the scene of the fighting had 
been evacuated to safer areas. 

About 400 Vietnamese troops 
were reported to have crossed the 
frontier 350 kilometres northeast of 
Bangkok last Friday. Access to the 
border area is restricted and little 
information has been available. 

Thai officers said it was not known 
how many casualties there had been 
or how many Vietnamese troops 
remained on Thai soil. 


MORRISTOWNSHIP. New Jersey 
(Reuter). - Karen Ann Quinlan has 
died, nine years after her parents 
won a historic court decision giving 
them the right to let the comatose 
woman die by removing an artificial 
breathing device. 

She was 31 years old when she 
died, and had spent a third of ber life 
in an irreversible coma, which au- 
thorities say was brought on by a 
combination of drugs and alcohol. 

Quinlan's parents, devout Roman 
Catholics who had adopted her when 
she was five weeks old, fought the 
state of New Jersey for Karen Ann's 
right to die “with dignity.” 

They were supported by their par- 
ish priest and opposed by the medic- 
al establishment, who argued that 
they had no right to endanger her life 
even though she was in a “persistent 


vegetative state” from which she 
could never recover. 

The New Jersey Supreme Court 
ruled in Joseph and Julia Quinlan's 
favour in 1976 and the respirator 
they thought was poindessly and 
painfully keeping their daughter 
alive was removed. 

But death did not come swiftly. 
Karen Ann lived for nine years at the 
Moms View nursing home at a cost 
of S 30,000 a year, until she died 
Tuesday night with her mother at her 
bedside. 

She died of respiratory failure 
caused by pneumonia, which she 
contracted on Friday after de- 
teriorating for the past five months. 
Her weight had fallen to 30 kilo- 
grams from the SO kilograms she 
weighed before she went into the 
coma. 


BAGHDAD (AP). - Iraq saidrits 
warplanes yesterday launched de- 
vastating raids" against six Iranian 
border cities, three army camps and 
a wireless communicatsons station 
along the border. In addition, an 
unidentified ship was hit off the 
Iranian coast in the Gulf region. 

A military spokesman told the 
state radio that the Iranian cities of 
Abadan. Erquaz, Juwaizer. Ker- 
manshah, Skshan and Zameh, 
along with the Iranian army camps of 
Rebat. Baneh and Saradasht and the 
telecommunications centre at the 
dty of Grand, were “fiercely raided" 
by Iraqi warplanes yesterday morn- 
ing. . 

Iraqi warplanes, the spokesman 
said, aisn raided “a large maritime 
target" near Iran's main oil tentunal 
of Kharg Island in the Gulf region. 
The ship, he added, sustained a 
“destructive hit.” 

However, marine salvage execu- 
tives along the Gulf region dis- 
claimed any knowledge about an 
attack on the vessel. 

In Iraqi military parlance, the 
term large maritime target usually 
refers to a tanker. 

Ira a. the official Iranian news 
agency, monitored in Nicosia, said 
Iraq continued attempted bombing 
runs over Iranian cities yesterday. 

The agency said at least 41 persons 
were killed and 51 wounded on 
Tuesday when Iraqi jets bombed the 
border town of Saradasht in Iranian 
Kurdistan, and a number of persons 
were also killed in the cities of flam 
and Andimeshk as a result of similar 
air raids. 


Chinese leader to Canada, 
U.S.; nuclear talks possible 

PEKING (Reuter). - Chinese Presi- 
dent Li Xianian will pay state visits 
to Canada and the U.S. next month, 
a Foreign Ministry spokesman said 
yesterday. 

He said Li, accompanied by Vice- 
Premier Li Peng and State Council- 
lor Ji Pengfei, will visit Canada on 
July 14 and the U.S. on July 22. 

Western diplomats said the inclu- 
sion of Li Peng, a nuclear expert and 
tipped as a future premier, suggested 
nuclear polity would be included on 
the agenda of talks. 


In Februarv, China offered for the 
first time to join a working group 
discussing a nuclear test ban treaty at 
disarmament talks in Geneva. 

Washington has delayed signing a 
Sino-U.S. non-proliferatiou pact, 
which would allow U.S. firms to join 
in China’s civil nuclear power prog- 
ramme, because of doubts about 
Peking's commitment to halting the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 

Li’s trip follows a visit by Presi- 
dent Reagan to China last year.

Soviet surgeons adopt the conveyor belt 


MOSCOW (AP). - Patients lying on 
padded tables glide in unison along 
stainless-steel tracks while soft music 
plays in the background of the futur- 
istic operating theatre. 

At each of five stations along the 
conveyor, a surgeon working 
through a powerful microscope con- 
centrates on his assigned segment of 
a delicate operation. 

After a mere seven to 10 minutes, 
each patient slides out of the operat- 
ing room as another silently rolls in 
from the opposite side. 


It's not medical science fiction. A 
Soviet scientist has brought 
production-line techniques to an eye 
microsurgery centre in Moscow, and 
predicts that within 18 months some 
of the work will be done by surgical 
robots. 

The “operating conveyor" was the 
vision of Prof. Svyatoslav Fyodorov, 
director of the Moscow Research 
Institute of Eye Microsurgery. It 
went into operation last summer.

During a recent two-month 
period, Fyodorov said, 20 surgeons 
performed more than 1,600 opera- 
tions on the conveyor with “only 
four minor complications." 

He flatly rejects suggestions that 
the conveyor sacrifices quality for 
quantity. 


BONN (Reuter). - The 25 people 
released by East Germany and Po- 
land in the biggest East-West spy 
swap since World War II had all 
been serving terms as western spies. 
Bona government sources said 
yesterday. 

They said the majority of the 19 
East Germans and six Poles had 
been serving life sentences and the 
others had been given terms of 10 
years or more. 

The sources declined to give any 
details of the espionage activities of 
the East Germans and Poles, but 
indicated that almost all of them bad 
been jailed for working for U.S. 
Intelligence. 

The group, excluding two Ger- 
mans who stayed behind to dear up 
personal affairs, was released at the 
Glienicke Bridge frontier crossing 
between West Berlin and East Ger- 


many on Tuesday in return for four 
Soviet Bloc spies held by the U.S. 

The sources said Bonn had been 
involved in negotiating the exchange 
since last autumn and would now 
help the 19 East Germans set up a 
new life in West Germany. 

They said East Berlin had pledged 
that the families of all those released 
would be allowed to join them. 

U.S. officials said Monday 
Washington had initially tried to 
secure the release of Soviet dissi- 
dents Anatoly Shcharansky and 
Andrei Sakharov in return for the 
four Soviet Bloc spies but failed. 

The Bonn sources said West Ger- 
many appeared to have been 
brought into the negotiations after 
this initial approach brought no re- 
sults and had afterwards acted as a 
link between East Germany and the 
U.S. 


Bangladesh says 
up to 11,000 dead 
in tidal wave 

DACCA (Reuter). - The Bang- 
ladesh government said yesterday 
that up to 11,000 people were killed 
here last month when a tidal wave 
triggered by a cyclone ripped across 
seven coastal islands. 

A government report said 4,264 
bodies had been recovered by rescue 
and relief workers and 6,805 people 
were missing and feared dead. 

Military and civilian medical 
teams have been pat on a war footing 
to contain cholera and diarrheal dis- 
eases which have already killed more 
than 60 j!>eqp]e in the affected re- 
gions. 

But officials at Dacca's research 
centre for cholera and diarrheal dis- 
ease denied press reports that 
epidemics had hit the islands in the 
Bay of Bengal. 

‘Drinking water and other life 
saving items are scarce in the areas 
battered by the May 24 tidal wave, 
but X can assure you the diseases 
have not yet assumed the gravity of 
an epidemic,” an official said. 

Sikhs want 
compensation 
for temple damage 

NEW DELHI (AP). - The main 
Sikh religious council has demanded 
SI billion in compensation from the 
Indian government for damage to 
the Golden Temple and other Sikh 
shrines during the army operation 
last June, United News of India 
reported yesterday. 

The Sikh Temple Management 
Committee has demanded the 
money for “loss of material and 
precious articles” in the Golden 
Temple complex and 40 other 

shrines in Punjab State, according to 
the report. 

The Indian Army stormed the 
Golden Temple, which Sikhs consid- 
er their holiest shrine, last June 4-7 
to root out Sikh militants who were 
using the fortified complex as a sanc- 
tuary from police. 

Several buildings in the complex 
were damaged during the raid while 
the Akal Takht - the highest seat of 
Sikh religious power - was almost 
destroyed.

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Ethiopian Jews continue their in- 
tegration* says Schwartzman, and 
because of this there are too many 
services in some areas and not 
enough in others. The imbalance is 
repeated across the board in all 
spheres of social service.

Amit has had 30 years' experience 
of working with Ethiopians in educa- 
tional projects. Amit’s first group of 
Ethiopian students in 195S were not 
immigrants, but bad been permitted 
by Emperor Haile Selassie to come 
to Israel for training, on condition 
that they returned to Ethiopia to 
teach their own people. 

Some of these early trainees are 
now back in Israel and have renewed 
their ties with Amit, referring to the 
women whom they knew 30 years 
ago as **our spiritual mothers." 

As Kufeld observes, the good in- 
tentions of some organizations vis-a- 
vis the Ethiopians have been tainted 
by a patronizing attitude.

the dangers when too much atten- 
tion is devoted to a particular ethnic 
group, Amit has integrated its Ethio- 
pian students into both its youth 
villages as quick as possible. They 
are kept as a group only until such 
time as if takes for them to become 
familiar with their new surround- 
ings. Then they are placed in diffe- 
rent classes according to age, sex and 
individual interests aud are treated 
almost, but not quite. like everyone 
else. 

Amit is sensitive to the strong 
emotions of family attachments 
which characterize Ethiopian Jews 
and know that those students still 
waiting anxiously to be reunited with 
parents and siblings need special 
attention and the warmth of kissing 
and cuddling. 

Asked' to rite Amit's most out- 
standing achievement in its 60 year 
history, Kufeld’s spontaneous re- 
sponse is "flexibility.” She is proud 
that Amit has always been able to 
meet changing needs as they arose. 

Kufeld wants to open up Amit 


schools to a wider public and thereby 
expand opportunities for both for- 
mal and informal education. 

Education is likewise never far 
from Schwartzman ’s mind. A patron 
of the am. she is keen to open up 
more creative opportunities for 
Israeli youngsters and to give them a 
greater sense of art appreciation. 
Towards this end, WLI has opened a 
course on museums in Netanya. 
Why Netanya? The answer is simple. 
Because Netanya does not have a 
museum. Children in Jerusalem, in 
Haifa, in Tel Aviv have a choice of 
museums which they can visit 
whenever they feeil like it. But with- 
out such a course based mainly on 
books and audiovisual programmes, 
children in Netanya would miss out 
on a vital part of their education. 

The obvious question now is 
which organization is prepared to 
take up the challenge of establishing 
and maintaining a museum in 
Netanya?

Gorbachev revises five-year plan 


MOSCOW (AP). - Soviet Leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev on Tuesday 
said the Politburo has ordered the 
redrawing of the next five-year plan, 
and called for an overhaul of “out- 
dated" economic policies he linked 
with the Brezhnev era. 

In a report to a Central Commit- 
tee conference on the Soviet eco- 
nomy, Gorbachev said the plan had 
been sent back to those who drafted 
it because “serious criticism was ex- 
pressed. which necessitates that 
work on the draft be continued.” 

Official adoption of the plan by 
the Supreme Soviet is due at the end 
of this year. The five-year plan gov- 
erns the enormous state apparatus 
that runs the Soviet economy. 

Gorbachev's speech, distributed 


by the official news agency Tass, 
gave his most specific recommenda- 
tions on the Soviet economy since he 
assumed leadership of the party in 
March. 

He said all construction projects 
must be reviewed and halted where 
warranted. 

More capital will be spent to re- 
tool factories, rather than building 
new but technologically obsolete 
plants. Gorbachev said. 

Energy and raw materials will be 
conserved, he said, and the quality 
of goods should be improved. 

Gorbachev called for more atten- 
tion to market forces, including con- 
sumer demand, to help improve the 
quality of goods.

Russians display hell-to-toe boots 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Incompe- 
tence at one Soviet shoe factory 
reached such a level that an entire 
shipment of boots was despatched to 
the shops - with high heels attached 
at the toe. a Soviet newspaper said 
yesterday. 

The boots were put on special 
display at an exhibition of defective 
goods held in the Ukraine, the week- 
ly Literatumaya Gazeta said. 


The exhibition was designed to 
shame manufacturers into impro- 
ving efficiency at their factories, it 
said. 

Some factory managers were con- 
cerned only with producing the plan- 
ned target number of items in order 
to assure workers of the regular 
monthly bonus, and paid no atten- 
tion to quality, it said. 


munist Party chief on March 11 after 
the death of former leader Konstan 
tin Chernenko. He has made domes- 
tic issues the focus of his leadership 
and warned that members of the Old 
Guard resisting change should “get 
out of the way." Gorbachev blamed 
the country's troubles on manage- 
ment practices developed under the 
leadership of the late Leonid Brezh- 
nev.

The document is drafted by Gos- 
plan, the planning body working 
with the Party Central Committee 
and the government's Council of 
Ministers. 

It is highly unusual for Soviet 
authorities to publicly acknowledge 
differences in economic planning, 
and Gorbachev's announcement was 
seen as an artempr to demonstrate 
that action will follow years of re- 
solutions and promises about impro- 
ving the economy. 


Spot market oil prices fall 
after report on U.S. stocks 


ROTTERDAM (Reuter). — Crude 
oil prices, already at a low ebb 
because of poor demand, fell further 
on the European spot market yester- 
day after a report showed that 
American oil companies have built 
up their stores of petrol. 

The report, published Tuesday by 
the American Petroleum Institute, 
showed U.S. petrol stocks rose by 
4.5 million barrels to 219.5m. barrels 
last week, indicating that demand 
from industry was likely to drop. 

Traders here said good U.S. de- 
mand for petrol was the only factor 
supporting the weak world market, 
and any indication of that demand 
slackening brought sellers to the 
fore. 

They said Britih North Sea Brent 
crude for July delivery was offered at 
S25.85 a barrel. But no buyers were 
in sight. This compared with deals of 
$26.35 and the British National Oil 
Corporation's official Tuesday price 
for June deliveries.

"There is no guarantee that an 
improvement in the position of oil 
consumers would prevent a major 
financial crisis, which in turn would 
damage confidence and economic 
growth?" 

BP trade and supply general man- 
ager Russell Seal said it was impor- 
tant that Opec output seemed to be 
under control, estimating it could 
have been below 15 million BPD last 
month. 

But he said Opec had to take 
action against baiter deals, in which 
members have traded oil for a wide 
range of goods. 

“Barter deals are something Opec 
has to rip into at this meeting,” Seal 
said, adding that the highly compli- 
cated deals were not the answer to 
the problem of the oil-producing 
developing countries. 

He said that world oil demand, hit 
badly in recent years by recession, 
conservation and substitution by 
other energy sources, would remain 
flat over the next 18 months. 


Flap over 
free newspapers 
at petrol stations

TEL AVTV, - The country's kiosk 
owners are threatening to refuse to 
sell two daily newspapers - if petrol 
stations continue to give them away 
free. According to Ya’acov Israeli, 
chairman of the National Federation 
of Commerce, the kiosk owners are 
losing a considerable part of their 
income - and this loss may increase 
greatly - unless the situation is recti- 
fied. 

Israeli claims that two months ago 
the petrol station owners began 
buying the Hadoshot daily in bulk at 
a 50% discount and distributed it to 
their station attendants. Anyone 
buying a full tank of petrol gets a 
newspaper free. Later, they began 
doing the same with Yediot 
Aharonot. 

He estimates that at present the 
petrol stations are giving away 

40.000 copies of both papers on 
weekdays (he has no breakdown 
regarding the drivers' preference be- 
tween the two papers) and up to 

90.000 copies on Fridays. 

Israeli says that if the kiosks refuse 
to handle these two newspapers, the 
publishers will be in considerable' 
trouble .for both of them are distri- 
buted mainly through kiosks and 
small stores. The kiosk owners buy 
the papers at a 17% discount.

South African official 
wants greater role for gold 


LUGANO (Reuter). - Gold should- 
play a greater role in stabilizing 
currency exchange rates and streng- 
thening the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). South African Reserve 
Bank Deputy Governor Chris Stals 
said Tuesday. 

Speaking at a gold conference 
here, Stals proposed a system under 
which countries could temporarily 
sell their gold holdings without de- 
pressing the metal's price, and use 
the proceeds to maintain stable fore- 
ign exchange rates. 

Members of the IMF would sell 
gold to the fund at the current mar- 
ket price, but agree to buy it back at 
a future date at a fixed price. This 
would allow them to mobilize their 
gold reserves for foreign exchange 
market intervention to prevent large 
currency fluctuations.

LISBON (AP). - Ponugnl signed its 
membership treaty with the Euro- 
pean Economic Community yester-

Over three dozen European lead- 
ers, including eight prime ministers 
and 12 foreign ministers, put their 
signatures to the Portuguese mem- 
bership treaty in ceremonies held at 
Jeronimos Monastery, the 16th cen- 
tury masterpiece of Portugal's age of 
discoveries by the Tagus estuary. 

The ceremony was to be repeated 
in Madrid later in the day for Spain's 
entry, bringing the EEC to a corn- 
s' m unity of 12 nations, 
ju- An ebullient Portuguese Prime 
^Minister Maria Soares, speaking af- 
ter the agoing, called it "one of the 
most important moments in contem- 

• penary Portuguese histoiy, and at 
the same time. a decisive expression 
by the European community of self- 
confidence.” 

Membership in the EEC, Soares 
said, “represents a fundamental 
choice by Portugal for a future of 

- progress and. modernization.’’

> thoritative regimes, the prime minis- 
ter praised Portuguese, Spanish and 

EEC negotiators for their successful 
completion of the treaties.

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Who cuts trees in Liberia ?

The L. Prinz Construction and 
Development Ltd. has given the 
stock exchange more details of the 
Liberian deal which its boss, Lazar 
Prinz. recently signed and which was 
announced on Sunday. 

It appears that Prinz signed the 
deal with the Liberia Wood Manage- 
ment Corp., a Liberian-registered 
company on his own behalf. In- 
volved is a forest-cutting project, for 
which the Liberian company has a 
licence from the Liberian govern- 
ment, and which is due to stretch 
over 18 years. 

The project, however, will be car- 
ried out by a foreign company owned 
by Prinz and others, and not by the 
public company of L. Prinz Ltd. 
Prinz intends to make a further deal 


between his foreign company and his 
Israeli public company, whereby the 
latter will give management services 
to the project, for which it will 
receive management fees. 

This deal will Be with the agree- 
ment of the two “public representa- 
tives" on the board of L. Prinz. and 
will be submitted for the scrutiny of 
the stock exchange management. 

In any event, it is not clear what 
income the rre e-cutting project will 
generate for L. Prinz Ltd. 

The other deal announced on Sun- 
day. which has L. Prinz selling 40% 
of its equipment for 5750.000r turns 
out also to be between it and Prinz's 
foreign company. Prinz himself 
claims that the price of the equip- 
ment is higher than its market value 
in Israel, and that be will provide the 
stock exchange with full details. 


EEC members not meeting 
aid targets to Third World 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). - Most of the 
member countries of the European 
Economic Community are not living 
up to their political and economic 
responsibilities to the third world, 
according to a study by a team 
of EEC experts. 

The report, which examines the 
individual aid, policies of the Z0 
EEC countries’ was prepared as part 
of a new plan to improve coordina- 
tion of the group's assistance to the 
third world and bring policies more 
in line with the priorities of the 
community. 

The combined total of aid pro- 
vided by EEC members represents 
40% of assistance extended by 
OECD countries ■ belonging to the 
Development Assistance committee 
(DAC), the study says. The EEC aid 
equals 0.51% of the total Gross 


National Product (GNP) compared 
to the (DAC) average of 036% . 

Aid provided by EEC members 
varies widely, ranging from tbe 
Netherlands and Denmark - which 
give more than tbe UN aid target of 
0.7% of GNP to Italy. Ireland and 
the UK at the bottom of the list. 

In 1983 Denmark's aid to the third 
world amounted to 0.91% of GNP. 
while the Netherlands recorded a 
total of 0.73%. 

Italy's aid amounted to 0.24% of 
GNP, Ireland's 033% ard the UK 
0.35%. 

The experts note that Italy marip 
great efforts to increase its total aid. 
raising it by 40% between 1982 and 
last year, while France was the only 
EEC member with a fixed date for its 
aid to reach the UN target. 


EEC plans major technology drive 


LUXEMBOURG (Reuter). - The 
European Community is set for a 
major research drive into new tech- 
nology, including advanced telecom- 
munications, to prevent its member 
countries being left behind by Japan 
and tire U.S. in the scramble for 
shares in tbe rich high-technology 
market. 

European research ministers have 
cleared the way for agreement on a 


new programme designed to boost 
progress in data, video and satellite 
communications, dubbed Race, be- 
fore the Milan summit on June 29 
and 30, diplomats said. 

The meeting also showed broad 
support for French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand's Eureka project to 
pool European civilian research on 
new technology, which diplomats 
said was now likely to be endorsed 
by Community nations in Milan. 


UN allocates $7m. for drought victims 


ROME (Reuter). - Drought- 
spicken Africans and refugees in 
Africa and Central America wifi get 
emergency food aid worth more than 
$7 million, a UN agency announced 
yesterday. 

The aid, approved by tbe UN’s 
Food and Agriculture Organization, 
includes 108 tons of dates to feed 

30.000 malnourished children in 
Mauritania over 180 days. 

Mauritania, the largest benefici- 
ary with an aid package worth 
S2.59m., will also receive 10,000 
tons of wheat, or enough to feed 

275.000 people for 90 days. 
Drought-stricken Senegal and 


Uganda will each get more than 
$900.000,, and a further $lm. will go . 

10 Niger.’ 

. Meanwhlle^heavy floods in Soma- 
lia could lead to more outbreaks of 
cholera in the country’s refugee 
camps, where more than 2,000 peo- 
ple have already died from the dis- 
ease, UN officials said in Moga- 
dishu. 

The rivers flow down from the 
highlands of neighbouring Ethiopia, 
which has reported heavy rain re- 
cently.

Market quietly wasting away

TEL AYTV. - The slow erosion in 
prices on the share market continued 
yesterday, while volume fell back to 
Si. 5 million. Bonds were mixed in 
slow volume, with rises predominat- 
ing. although these were mostlv 
small. 

The share market is taking on a 
pattern in which volumes of IS 1. 5-2 
billion are accompanied by a slow 
but steady fall in prices, in many 
cases even nominal prices are gra- 
dually giving way. but in real terms 
almost the whole market is caught in 
the neL Once again, it is worth 
pointing out rhat. save for the in- 
tervention of the mutual funds, the 
situation would be much worse. 

Nor should it be thought that the 
mutual funds are eager investors in 
shares, or that the public is rushing 
to put its money in share-oriented 
mutual funds. Neither of these is the 
case. The public is seeking davka 
those funds that invest primarily in 
dollar-linked or denominated secur- 
ities. But the amounts of money 
entering these funds are sufficiently 
large to leave enough over so that 
the fond managers can also support 
the share market on the side. Given 
the very low turnovers in shares, this 
support does not require many re- 
sources. and can be continued inde- 
finitely. so long as the flows of 


money do nor change their size and 
direction. 

In the bond market, the banks are 
consistent sellers whenever buyers 
appear. This is because they have a 
large overhang of bonds that they 
need to work off. stemming from 
redemptions of index-linked savings 
schemes and advanced training 
fonds. 

Here, however, the low volume 
works against them, since even a 
good day only allows them to sell 
SI-2m. worth of bonds. 

The falls in the share market were 
widespread but shallow. Once again 
the sectoral and general indices were 
down between 1 />1% in almost ev- 
ery case.

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IT USED TO BE agreed that a Knesset member's immunity 
could be lifted by the plenum, on the recommendation of the 
House Committee, only at the specific request of the attorney- 
general, who is expected to exercise independent legal reason- 
ing unaffected by any political considerations. The Knesset, 
which is a political body, need not go along with the attorney- 
general, but it must riot, as a rule, act on its own in matters of 
immunity. ' 

Last December the legislature broke with this time-hallowed 
tradition by deciding to lift Meir Kahane’s immunity, so as to 
deny him unrestricted freedom of movement around the 
country. 

The case of the Kach leader was without precedent, but it was 
also assumed to be sui generis: for never before had there been 
a Knesset member whose avowed purpose was to use the cloak 
of parliamentary immunity to undermine Israeli democracy by 
carrying a gospel of violent racism into every nook and cranny. 
In lifting his immunity, even if partially, the Knesset was 
making it possible for the police to bar MK Kahane’s riotous 
expeditions into Arab towns and villages whose inhabitants he 
meant to terrorize into taking flight abroad. 

Though favoured on the left rather than on the right, the 
Kahane decision was widely welcomed as a step in the right 
direction - but not necessarily as the right step. 

The question was raised whether the threat of Kahanism was 
being best met through such ad homincm measures, or through 
comprehensive anti-rascist legislation which would be binding 
on lOiesset members as well , even if it involved some reduction 
of their absurdly inflated immunities. The .fear was also 
expressed, even within the Labour Alignment, that the deci- 
sion had created a dangerous precedent. As MK Shevah Weiss 
put it, ‘Today it is Kahane - tomorrow it could be Tewfik 
Toubi.” 

Tomorrow is now, and that is almost precisely what is now 
happening. Tewfik Toubi, the veteran communist deputy, has 
so far been spared, but another, less experienced Arab 
parliamentarian , Mohammed 'Miari , representing the Progres- 
sive List for Peace, has just been found by the House 
Committee worthy of losing his absolute immunity. With some 
Labour Party backing the Likud and its friends on the 
committee not only recommended that MK Miari be stripped 
of his freedom of movement, but also be made liable to body 
searches by the police. 

MK Miari's offence was his refusal clearly and unequivocally 
to condemn PLO terrorism. When challenged to do so, he 
explained that he was “for a just peace and against all acts of 
violence or terrorism, from both the Palestinian side and the 
Israeli side." In MK Miari's book, Israeli air strikes against 
Palestinian refugee camps that serve as PLO bases of terrorism 
are themselves impermissible acts of terror. 

This is a false and odious equation. But it is also false and 
odious to contend that, in expressing his view, Mr. Miari was 
"actively identifying himself with PLO terror tactics." This, 
however, was the contention of Herat’s Michael Eitan, who 
arraigned the PLP leader before the House Committee, citing 
the Kahane precedent. 

Proceeding from the same logic, any refusal by a Knesset 
member dearly and unequivocally. . to condemn anti: Arab 
tenor by lews, or for that matter aiiy threat of rebellion against 
a government that agreed to give away sdme portion of Judea 
or Samaria ~ let alone any expression of support for such a 
position - would deserve to be punished with a loss of 
immunity. 

But there is in fart little fear that the Knesset majority will in 
future so treat a Jewish member. In determining self-initiated 
immunity cases, parliament will employ standards of conveni- 
ence, not logic. 

If the plenum approves the committee recommendation in 
the Miari case, the lifting of parliamentary immunity will have 
been turned from a quasi-judicial procedure designed to allow 
the bringing of suspect deputies to the bar of justice into an ugly 
farce dominated by motives of political vindictiveness. Speaker 
Shlomo Hillel has just warned of this happening. Let the 
Knesset take heed.

The 19 bodies were placed in the 
open graves before the state funeral 
began at 5 p.m. yesterday. Starting 
at midday, the 17 children, one 
teacber and one mother were lo- 
wered into their graves in the pre- 
sence of immediate family members 
and representatives of the police. 
Several of the parents fainted and 
were treated on the spot. 

One of the children, AmirSbahar, 
will be buried when his parents re- 
turn from abroad. Bus driver Ruth 
Davidov was buried separately. 

By the time the enormous crowd 
began to gather, most of the bodies 
were already in the open graves. As 
the funeral proceeded the words of 
the speakers were at times drowned 
by the cries of the bereaved parents. 

“Eyal is not dead. Don’t say Eyal 
is dead. 1 don't want to believe Eyal 
is dead," screamed the mother of 
Eyal Shari. 

After the graves had been filled in, 
the father of Yossi Levy flung him- 
self onto the dirt and refused to 
move. “Yossi is 13 today. Why did 
he deserve this?” sobbed the boy's 
mother. “The boy went on a trip, 
why did he reach the grave?" 

One by one. classmates from the 


Brenner school and representatives 
from other schools laid wreaths on 
the fresh earth. 

The state funeral lasted for a little 
over half an hour. Afterwards the 
mourners quietly boarded buses and 
returned to Petah Tikva. Several of 
the bereaved families remained, 
staring at die graves. 

Petah Tikva was a town in mourn- 
ing yesterday. All shops and 
businesses in the town were closed 
and flags were Sown at half mast 
Buses, trucks and private cars drove 
with their headlights on as a sign of 
mourning. 

Between 3 and 7 p.m. all roads 
leading to the cemetery, including a 
large segment of the old coastal 
road, were closed to traffic. The 
mourners were ferried to the cemet- 
ery in fleets of buses that left from 
schools and the homes of the de- 
ceased.

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THE OTHERWISE excellent re- 
cent TV programme. Second Look. 
on the Lebanon War and the other- 
wise excellent review of it by Philip 
Gilkm in The Jerusalem Post missed 
one crucial point. The interview with 
Minister Ariel Sharon was a total 
fiasco. The wrong questions were 
asked. The interviewers. Sharon and 
Gillon all avoided facing the reality 
of Sharon’s responsibilities. 

First. let us be honest with 
ourselves. If the operation had suc- 
ceeded, with both the Syrians and 
the PLO driven out of Lebanon in a 
few weeks, a strong central govern- 
ment established in Lebanon and a 
peace treaty signed between the new 
Lebanese government and Israel, all 
with a minimum number of casual- 
ties, very few of us would have 
condemned Sharon. There would 
have been very little fuss about 
whether he had properly informed 
the government of his plans and 
decisions, and most of us would not 
have worried if the Lebanese had 
massacred some Palestinians in the 
process, just as the Jordanians and 
Syrians have massacred Palestinians 
in the past and other Lebanese 
groups have been slaughtering one 
another all along. 

The feet is that the operation did 
not succeed, and that Arik Sharon, 
as one of its chief architects, is re- 
sponsible for its failure. Instead of 
: getting bogged down in irrelevant 
moral and philosophical questions 
which invariably lead nowhere, the 
interviewers might have done better 
to ask Sharon to answer some simple 
“ tachlis ■" questions about his respon- 
sibility and performance. 

Did he believe in June 1982 that 
the IDF would remain in Lebanon 
for three years? Did he believe that 
the Syrians would emerge stronger 
than before, with a Lebanese puppet 


“WE HAVE deserted the Jews,” 
says Professor Eberhard Betbge. re- 
ferring to the German Protestant 
Church. 

Bethge, 76, a well-known Protes- 
tant theologian, was an active mem- 
ber of the anti-Nazi underground 
"Confessional Church” during the 
Nazi era, and a dose associate of one 
of its leading members, Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer, who was executed by 
the Nazis. He was also connected 
with the anti-Hitler conspiracy led 
by German officers. 

Bethge was imprisoned, but sur- 
vived. 

At the bi-annual congress of the 
Protestant Church in Duesseldorf, 
wjjicb ended g a Sunday,. fc accuSed 
the. churches in Germany .of desert- 
ing the Jews during the Bitburg affair 
earlier this year. 

Interviewed by The Jerusalem 
Post, Bethge said he wished that the 
churches had voiced a loud protest 
against erasing the difference be- 
tween victims and perpetrators 
which was implied by President 


government under their control? 
Did he have a realistic estimate of 
the number of casualties involved? It 
is hard to see how he could give a 
sensible, credible and responsible 
answer to these questions. 

If he realized that this would hap- 
pen and went ahead anyway, he was 
irresponsible. If he didn't anticipate 
these results of his actions, he was 
incompetent. Some time he should 
be asked these questions by an inter- 
viewer who will not allow himself to 
be sidetracked by irrelevant excuses. 

In the interview. Sharon talked 
about the desirability of having a 
strong central Lebanese government 
which could give the Lebanese peo- 
ple the law and order they need and 
would make peace with Israel. The 
interviewer kept badgering him with 
the question of whether he meant a 
Christian government, and Sharon 
skilfully evaded giving a direct 
answer. But what difference does it 
make whether it is a Christian. AJa- 
wite or Shi'ite government? It didn't 
happen. 

Once Sharon indicated that be 
thought such a strong central 
Lebanese government desirable, he 
should have been nailed with ques- 
tions that were to the point. Did he 
really believe that such a strong 
central government could be created 
in view of what everyone knows 
about the reality of Lebanon? If so. 
what went wrong? It didn’t happen. 

THE MAIN QUESTION which 
Sharon must be asked is whether he 
lives in the real world and faces its 
reality. All the evidence so far seems 
to indicate that he lives in a world of 
fantasy, where everyone else be- 
haves the way Arik Sharon thinks 
they ought to. And when they don't 
behave the way Sharon thinks they 
should, he passes the buck and 


blames everyone else for his own 
failures. * * ■ 

We all know that the IDF des- 
troyed the PLO military power and 
its headquarters in Beirut, and that 
perhaps some people think this is a 
sufficient achievement to justify the 
price that was paid. That is not the 
question. The problem is that Shar- 
on certainly expected a better out- 
come . and his own public statements 
about a strong Lebanese govern- 
ment at peace with Israel are dear 
evidence for these expectations. 

Why weren't these expectations 
realized? Who is to blame 'for this 
disaster? The Americans? The anti- 
Semites ail over the world? The 
media? Time magazine? The Labour 
Party? The Peace Now activists? 

Sharon cannot pass the buck. He 
cannot blame anyone else. The 
Americans. anti-Semites, the media. 
Time; the Labour Party and Peace 
Now are all integral parts of the real 
world in which we happen to live, 
whether we like it or not. They all 
behaved during the Lebanon war 
exactly In the way that any intelligent 
person could have predicted. 

Anyone planning such an opera- 
tion must be prepared for this kind of 
behaviour, and make bis decisions 
accordingly. He cannot blame them 
afterwards because they behaved ex- 
actly as they always behave. Can 
Sharon give credible answers to 
these questions? 

ALL THIS REMINDS me of a dis- 
cussion over coffee in April 1967 
with my friend and colleague Prof 
Yuval Ne'e man. after a seminar in 
high energy physics. Yuval always 
enjoyed explaining the military 
situation to his new physicist col- 
leagues. 

There had just been an air battle 
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with the Syrians, in which six Syrian 
planes had been shot down with no 
Israeli losses. But the Syrian press 
hailed the battle as a great victory 
and showed a faked picture of an 
Isreii plane going down m flames. 

It is good for us. Yuval explained, 
that the Arabs always turn every 
defeat into a propaganda victory. 
That way, they never analyse what 
went wrong, no one bothers to cor- 
rect it and they make die same 
mistakes again. ■ 

The 1956 Sinai campaign was a 
disaster -for the Egyptian army and 
the chief of staff. General Hakim 
Amer, would have been fired in any 
normal country.

FOR BETHGE, lack of solidarity 
with the Jews during the Bitburg 
affair is not the church’s only omis- 
sion. The Protestant Church, he 
stresses, has failed to a large degree 
to include anti-Semitism, and anti- 
JewUh persecutions in its confes- 
sions of guilt and its policies after the 
Second World War. 

Bethge also pointed out that in the 
Third Reich, even opposition to the 
Nazis did not necessarily mean a 
fight against anti-Semitism. Many 
opponents of National Socialism 
were convinced anti-Semites. 

This is true, said Bethge, of the
